Early Varieties Suffer Most 
by Unseasonable Snow, 
Growers Declare. 


A check-up by orchardists 
of 
blossoms and buds on apple, peach 
and cherry trees, in the wake of 
the sub-normal tem peratures and 
unseasonable 
weather 
over la st 
week-end has revealed some dam ­ 
age, leading growers said today. 
I hey added, however, th a t indi­ 
cations are given th a t good-sized 
crops of fru it will be realized in 
nearly every orchard where apples, 
peaches ami cherries are grown for 
commercial purposes. 
It was reported today in Bigler­ 
ville that the M acintosh variety of 
apples, which was in blossom over 
last week-end, would not yield near 
a hormal crop 
due 
to 
freezing 
tem peratures. 
Grimes Golden and 
Staymen varieties also were hit by 
the freezing w eather, following in 
the wake of a heavy snow. 
York Imperials Lnhurt 
The 
York Imperial, the chief 
commercial apple in 
Adams coun­ 
ty, apparently came through the 
unseasonable w eather of the week­ 
end in go si style, although slight 
damage was 
reported 
by 
w ater 
freezing within unopened buds. 
The York 
Imperial 
buds have 
not yet showed signs of turning 
pink, but within a 
week 
or 
ten 
days, 
depending 
entirely 
upon 
w eather conditions, they 
are 
ex­ 
pected to be in fu llb b o m . 
The earlier varieties of apples, 
such as Macintosh, Grimes Golden 
and to some* extent the Staymens, 
are in blossom now, or are nearing 
that stag**. 
Little 
damage 
was 
done to the trees by H » V 
being 
broken off by the braky snowfall. 
Many 
grow ers 
have expressed 
the opinion th a t the thinning out 
Pf buda ansi blossoms by the week­ 
end w e stin g has protect a. b on to 
the fruit grow ing industry of the 
county. 
In support of their con­ 
tention, these growers declare th *t 
when crop tv of apples o r peacher 
are above normal, prices are cor­ 
respondingly lower, and that with 
only a half or three-quarter* of a 
crop prices realized yield the o r­ 
chardists 
a 
greater 
margin 
of 
profit than otherwise. 
Some 
orchards 
of 
commercial 
peaches are in full bloom at pr*s- 
ent, while others are not yet “in 
the pink.” 
It was stated in Bigler­ 
ville today by 
a 
leading 
peach 
grow er 
th a t 
the 
unseasonable 
weather of the week-end did little 
or no damage to the trees in blos­ 
som. and th a t every indication is 
given that the peach crop will In* 
larger this year than last. 


A 
new 
book 
“ Leaf-Mining 
Insects” written jointly by Dr. 
S. W. Frost and Dr. J. G. Need­ 
ham, the latter of Cornell uni­ 
versity, has just been published 
by Williams and Wilkins Co., 
Baltimore. 
The book is bound 
in cloth and contains 340 pages 
and 93 illu strato r^. 
The orig­ 
inal 
observations and compila­ 
tions were made chiefly by Doc­ 
tor Frost who has been at work 
on it for fifteen years. 
Doctor 
Needham’s part has been large­ 
ly th a t of criticising and polish­ 
ing it up. 
It is intended as a 
supplementary text for college 
courses in ecology and entomol­ 
ogy. 
It is the first book of its 
kind and contains a wealth of In­ 
formation never before gathered 
together. 
Leaf miners are among the 
smallest of plant-eating animals. 
Most of them find sustenance 
and shelter within the confines 
of a single leaf—often within a 
armil portion of a leaf, between 
its upper and its nether 
epi­ 
dermis. 
Their food is tho thin 
stratum of green 
tissue th a t 
lies like coal in a mine, out­ 
spread in a seam between tw’o 
worthless adjacent strata. This 
is why they are called leaf-min­ 
ing insects.

Simple But Impressive Program Will Be Ar­ 
ranged For Services At National Ceme­ 
tery; Committee Is Planning To Raise 
Funds by Subscription in Order to Make 
Visit of Chief Executive Successful. 


PRESIDENT CALVIN COOLIDGE 
The ch id executive is expected to come here by train to deliver 
the address at the National cemetery on Memorial Day. He will leave 
immediately after the ceremonies on the return trip to Washington. 
Local Bus Concern 
In Hookup with Gray 
Line Sightseeing Tours 


The address which President Coolidge will make at 
the National cemetery here on Memorial Day will be 
broadcast by the Radio Corporation of America if neces­ 
sary arrangements can be made, according: to a letter 
received from Congressman Franklin Menges, represen­ 
tative of the York-Adams district, by W. L. Meals, 
chairman of the Memorial Day committee, Sons of Union 
Veterans, 112. 
Mr. Menges in a letter to Mr. Meals informed the 
latter that he had received word from Everett Sanders, 
secretary to the president, that the chief executive would 
in all probability come to Gettysburg by special train 
and that he would dine on the train, making it unneces­ 
sary for th? local committee to arrange a dinner in his 
honor. 
To Leave Immediately 
The president will likely leave Gettysburg imme­ 
diately after delivering: the address due to the fact that 
he must return to Washington for other engagements 
early in the evening. 
Congressman Meng.es added that 
Mr. Sanders feels that there should be no other addresses 
on the program of the afternoon. 
Congressman Menges stated that Mr. Edwards of 
station WRC of the Radio Corporation of America call­ 
ed him by telephone Wednesday in regard to the broad­ 
casting facilities from Gettysburg. 
It is expected that the address will be put on the 
air in a nation wide hookup as is usually the custom 
when the chief executive delivers a speech.
